"I repeat: K wealth already paid 


most of the Federal taxes, and in 
some emergency the question arose as 
how to increase the revenues by taxes 
on consumption, I might think a 
plumping levy on beer to be a good 
thing. But toe trouble is the most 
our Federal taxes are now levied on 
consumption: such will be the case 
even when the tariff is reduced to a 
revenue basis: and, therefore, 
if we 


need additional taxes I believe la 
levying them on men's wealth rather 
than on men's wants."

WILI, IT BE AIC INCOME TAX ? 


,. The question of revenue for carry- 
ing on the Government, in the event 
of the genera] reduction of tariff du- 
ties, is a serious one and is a subject 
of considerable discussion and much 
thought among t-lie members of the 
Democratic party who will be instru- 
mental in bringing about the tariff 
reform. 
The idea of deriving a rev- 


enue from an income tax is favorably 
considered by many, among the most 
earnest champions of it being Hon. 
John DeWitt Warner, of the 
13th 


Congressional . district, 2Tew 
York. 


His district is the borne of million- 
aires and multi-millionaires, anci in- 
cludes the Vanderbilts. Goulds. As- 
tors, Rockefellers, Havcmeycrs,Whitr 
neys, and perhaps 400 or 500 more of 
the wealthiest of Xew York city's 
3200 or 1300 millionaires. 
Under an 


income tax this district would prob- 
ably contribute more to the revenue 
than any other district and more 
than any one State, except, perhaps, 
ten or twelve of the largest. 
Yet 


Mr. Warner advocates an income tax. 
He not only thinks it more just than 
a tariff tax, but he believes it would 
meet the approval of the tens of 
thousands of mechanics, clerks and 
laborers in his district. 
We quote 


the following from an interview with 
Mr. Warnee in the Journal of Com- 
merce arid Commemul bulletin: 


"I certainly prefer an income tax. 


if it is necessary to raise sufficient 
revenue, rather than the retention ;.t 
such high tariff duties as to involve 
an inordinate proportion of protec- 
tion. I would not hesitate a minute 
how to vote if the question were pre- 
sented between a protective 
tariff 


which would furnish the necessar 
revenue and a bill which made the 
duties one-third lower and enacted 
an income tax to supply the deficien- 
cy. Prrsonally, I tliin'k it would not 
be long before a substantially reve- 
nue tariff would bring as much mon- 
ey into the Treasury as would higher 
rates, because not only would imports 
increase as the result "of lower tariff 
rates, but we should have such an 
era of prosperity that exports would 
greatly increase aud would naturally 
be paid for to a large extent to a fur- 
ther increase of imports." 


"But do you think it necessary to 


put the < ntire machinery for collect- 
ing an income tax into operation to 
raise S20,«00,000 or450,000,000?" was 
asked. 


"The machinery need be no more 


elaborate than for the collection of 
any other tax, and I fear the amount 


• of the deficit to be provided for the 


first year may reach 850,000,000,or 
more. I do not think, however, that 
an income tax would be reallj neces- 
sary, because an increase ia customs 
receipts under a revenue tariff might 
soon give as a surplus, and we could 
issue in the meantime Treasury cer- 
tificates redeemable at the pleasure 
of the Government within not more 
than ten years. There may be a dis- 
position in the House, however, to 
-insist upon legislation which will 
meet the whole revenue problem at 
once. Members may say that my ex- 
pectation of increased customs re- 
ceipts is only a prediction, and that 
adequate revenue ought to be cer- 
tainly provided for now. We shall 
then have a contest between different 
plans for meeting the emergency. 
There will be the same opposition to 
au income tax as there is to any new 
form of taxation; and of the contest 
between the Income tax, the plan for 
issue of bonds, and other plans, I 
should not be surprised if the final 
outcome were authority to meet any 
temporary deficit by the issue of 
short-term bonds in anticipation of 
income, leaving 
the 
question of 


whether an income tax is needed to 
be settled by experiment, and this' 
seems to me to be the best plan at 
present."

"Bat do you. not think that the 


needed revenue can be raised by in- 
creasing the intern*! revenue tax on 
beer or whiskey?"

HOW FLOUR IS MANUFACTURED. 


Tlft* VuHouM rroce«ii«H Through Which 


Wheat rushes In ttie Mtll. 


The noises on the insiile of the mil] 


•re deafening. One who haa never been 
in a flouring mill of llie largest size can- 
not realize what a peculiar lot of coiflea 
•re made bj' the machinery. As soon 
as th6 wheat enters the machine from 
the long spout which brings it down 
from the upper floor it falls between two 
rollers of iron—"chilled" iron they call 
it, and very hard iron it is too. One of 
these rollers revolves rapidly, the ather 
more slowly, iu order that the separa- 
tion of the coat, or bran, from the ker- 
nel may be more easily accomplished. 
The wheat first passes between rollers 
aeparated just enough to allow the coat 
to be crushed. . It is then carried away 
to the top of the mill again, to a room 
where the sail vainly tries to shiue in 
through the flour coated windows far 
above the city's roofs. It next passes 
over a wire sieve which separates the 
bran from the-kernel proper. 


This bran, which contains lunch of thr., 


flour material, again passes clown and is 
ground once more, this process being re- 
peated fonr times, maidiig five grind- 
ings, each one finer than thu one preced- 
ing it. 
Each time the fibrous or bran 


portions are more completely separated, 
and at last the bran conies out a clear, 
brownish hust with every particle of 
flour removed. 


The inside'part of the kernel haa mean- 


while been youig through un interesting 
process. 
After the first grinding or 


breaking it passes to a bi^ six sidyd re- 
volving reel covered with a fine wire 
netting or sieve. Through this reel the 
finer portions of the kernels pass, com- 
ing out in what are called "middlings,1 
a granulated mass which goes back to 
the rollers for another crushing. Thiy 
process ia repeated through five reels, all 
but the first being of silk. The last one 
has 120 threads to the lineal inch. The 
flour which comes ont of tho fifth reel, 
while white in line, is yet not of the fin- 
est or "patent" gratle, but is classed as 
"baker's1' or secoud grade flour. 


The middlings above referred to are 


pnrified by an interesting process. They 
are passed over a fine wire sieve, through 
the upper part of which a strong cur- 
rent of air is passed. This holds ia sus- 
pense the tiny portions of fibrous matter 
which may have been in tho flour, and 
at last, after this process of miuulings 
purifying has been very csrefniiy car- 
ried out, th-j ttonr appears a spotless, 
inowy whit's—the "patent" flunr, as it is 
called. In 1 he process of grinding in this 
gradual and repeated way, the germ of 
the wheat, a tiny particle about the size 
of a mustard seed, is separated from the 
white flour. It is what one might call 
the life part of the wheat. If it were 
ground up.i: would not leave tiia pateut 
flonr so while and powdery, so it is sep- 
arated in one of the sievings and passes 
into the darker or lower grade flour. It 
contains, however, the best and motrt 
nutritious purt of tho wheat. 


The last thing that happens to tho pul- 


verized kernel before it is ready for 
market is the filling of barrels or sacks. 
Down many stories through a smooth 
tube comes the white or "patent" flour. 
Under the tube is tho barrel ur the sack, 
as the case may bu, and, ns it begins to 
fill, a steel augur just the size of the bar- 
rel bores down into the flour, packing it 
carefully and solidly beneath tho broad 
blades.—St. Nicholas.

41 The two articles, coal and iron ore, 


will bo placed on tho free list. I do not 
see how we can do otherwise. 
One of 


tho cardinal features of the tariff re- 
vision is free raw material, and those 
two items are prominent in that cate- 
gory. 
I believe it "will be done by a 


•trict party vote ia committee. ' ' 


There ought not to bo any difference 


of opinion in the committee as to the 
removal of the duty of 73 cents a ton 
on bitnmii-.ous coal. 


Tho removal of the duty on bitumi- 


nons coai v.'uuld cnablo manufacturers 
ill New England and New York to take 
aclviuitago of the large" deposits of euch 
coal in the maritime provinces of Can- 
ada and would relieve manufacturers 
on tha Pacific coast of the tax they now 
pay on coal imported from British Co- 
lumbia. .New York and the New Eng- 
land states must look beyond their 
boundaries for their supplies of coal, 
and for a majority of tho industries of 
these states, especially those on or near 
the coast, the most available source of 
supply would be the maritime provinces 
of Canada if tho duty of 75 cents a ton 
did not operate to prevent importa- 
tions. 
The entire domestic product of 


bituminous 'joal is about 100,000,000 
tona of 2,000 pounds, and the quantity 
imported ia less than 1.400,000 tons. 
Nearly two-thirds of tho domestic sup- 
ply is iinxlnced in Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia, Ohio and llliuois. 
The re- 


moval of the duty would bring Canadi- 
an coal into competition with domestic 
coal only in New England, part of 
New York and on tho Pacific coast and 
would tend to give manufacturing in- 
dustries in those places a part of tho ad- 
vantage enjoyed, eo far as tho cost of 
an important raw material is concern- 
ed, l>y inuusiriea of tho sainfj kind in 
districts where coal ia mined near tho 
factory furnaces. 


Wo prcsnmo that it ia not generally 


known that tho quantity of bituminous 
coal expoi'tei! front this country exceeds 
tho quantity brought into it.

Canadian coal, which, they say, should ' 
be shut out of tho country by a tariff 
duty f»r their protection. Do they fear 
competition from Mexico? In 189:2 they 
sold nearly 115,000 tons in that coun- 
try iu open competition with tho .Mexi- 
can roal in tho country whe.ro it is pro- 
duced. They met the foreign coal in ] 
tho West Intliisand sold nearly 500,000 i 
tons there without tho aid of a duty of 
75 cents u ton on the competing prod- 
met. 
It will be Been, moreover, that 


they sold considerable quantities in 
Germany, France, Great Britain, Bel- 
gium, Spain, the Netherlands. Italy, 
Denmark and Russia, where they were 
forced to compete with the native coals 
of thosu countries and could not enjoy 
the advantage derived from a duty of 
75 cents a, ton. They are soiling their. 
coal all over the world on even terms 
with all competitors, after paying the 
considerable cost of transportation, aud 
yet they tell the ways and meaus com- 
mittee that they cannot compete with 
foreign coal here at homo unless the 
price of every ton of this foreign coal is 
increased to the consumer by a tax of 
75 cents I They undersell tho Canadian 
coal in Canada itself and still assert 
that they need to bo protected here at 
home against Bales of Canadian coal! 


The manufacturers in New England 


and Now York ami on the Pacific coast 
should be permitted to buy their coal 
in the nearest market without the re- 
straint of a duty, aud the- transfer of 
bituminous coal from the dtitiable list 
to the free list should be one of tins fhv 
ttcts of tho ways and means commit!; o 
when it nhall begin to record its deci- 
sions in tlia schedules of a tariff bill. — 
New York Times.
